A serious depletion of blood sup-| 
plies in the Greater Lawrence area |

citizens of this area. 

Hospital blood supplies need 
constant and regular replenishment. 
The amount of blood in the hospital 
hank must be sufficient to guaran- 
tee that any patient will receive 
blood upon demand of the circum- 
stances and without delay; blood 
that is given with the knowledge 
that replacement by the family and 
friends of the patient will be equal- 
ly prompt. This depends entirely on 
the generousity and co-operative 
spirit of the Greater Lawrence com- 
munity. 


Never at any time does the Red 
(ross charge for blood; nor does 
the hospital, providing replacement 
is made. However, legitimate char- 
ges for pretransfusing, typing and 
handling, plus the equipment are 
made by the hospital. 


The Red Cross cannot and should 
not be expected to constitute the 
major source of blood. In order to 
clear up confusion and eliminate 
delay, blood can and will be pro- 
vided only to those who qualify un- 
der the following categories: 

a. persons who have donated as 
individuals during the preceding 
year to the Red Cross program. 

b, persons whose immediate fam- 
ly have donated as individuals 
during the preceding year to the 
Red Cross program. 


c. persons belonging to organiza- 
lions actively participating in the 
Red Cross program to the extent of 
33% of the membership during the 
preceding year, 


All others applying for Red Cross 
aid are not entitled to this service 
and consequently the Red Cross 
will urge that such persons visit 
the local hospital bank to replace 
the blood used in the amount desig- 
nated by the hospital.
